Situation is now being reversed, 
with the theatres in the position of 
again dictating terms, by seeking 
guarantees against loss in the event 
their share of the takings is Jjpsuf- 
ficient. How long the house short- 
age will last is not definite, but fig- 
uring the normal percentage of pro- 
duction failures, there should be 
theatres available during Nov. How- 
ever, virtually every legit spot will 
be occupied some time during the 
coming month. 

Looks like Broadway is not over- 
theatred at present, legit group hav- 
ing dropped, a score of houses 
changing policy in the last three or 
four seasons. Last fall the Center 
(Radio City) went legit, as did the 
Hollywood. Both will revert to pic- 


tures. This fall will see the re- 
turn of the Hippodrome and Man- 
hattan Opera Houses to the legit 


group. 
What may be the case in Novem- 
ber after the hits, runs and errors 
are tallied, is something else again. 
But so far it looks like over-seating 
goes up until the October schedule.

As News Novelty; Home Receivers 


Only chance of television crash- 
ing into picture theatres will be 
televistic broadcasts of important 


news . or outstanding national 


events such as inauguration of the 
president. And then it will be used 
only as a novelty, with extremely 
dubious entertainment value un- 
less unheard of strides are taken 
in the next five or six years. 

Experts familiar with motion 
picture operations, the radio field 
and the development of tc'e@vision 
can visualize the new discovery as 
being set for home use almost ex- 
clusively. They expect television 
to follow much the same course as 
radio, which means that televistic 
sets for the home will be costly 
and comparatively rudimentary in 
projected results. 

Aside from costliness of operat- 
ing a television news broadcast in 
a picture house, two vital factors 
now stand in the way of adequate 


projection. 

First of these is the matter of 
illumination. 

Technical experts realize that 
tele pictures will have to be ex- 
tremely brilliant for satisfactory 
projection on a theatre screen. 


Many describe a television picture 
as being nothing more than a fly- 
ing dot, making it. necessary to 
have complete darkness in order to 
get even half-way successful re- 
sults. 

Second factor is the size of a 
televistic picture, researchers being 
extremely doubtful of the effects 
obtained by ‘blowing’ up the tele 
broadcasted scenes. Most satisfac- 
tory television screens now care 
for a picture only 5 x 7 and 8 x 10 
inches in dimension. Normal de- 
tail is not possible much above the 
latter size. 

Attempting to increase the size 
of a television picture would re- 


‘sult similar to that obtained when 


a newspaper halftone only two 
inches wide is ‘blown up’ t0 an 
image four to six times the orig- 
inal specification. This would re- 
sult in lack of definition in the 
television picture and coarse de- 
tails for the enlarged _ televistic 
broadcast on the screen. 
Consequently, any television pro-

Hollywood, Sept. 10. 

Screen Actors and Writers Guilds 
have revived their interest in the 
agency business, reported as an im- 
portant factor in Guilds’ strategy 
toward enforcing formal recognition 
from major companies of the talent 
organizations bargaining rights un- 
der the Wagner Labor Bill. 

* With filing of a secret report by a 

joint Writer-Actor committee on 
the agency situation last week, 
Guilds, it was learned, are bringing 
up again dormant idea of contract- 
ual agreements between the agents 
and talent Guilds, 

Guilds-agent agreement almost 
had the ink flowing two years ago, 
but was tabled when NRA came in, 
with all parties scrambling for code 
protection. Writers Guild secretly 
negotiated a three-year agreement 
with a committee of representative 
percenters, covering mutual rules 
and regulations plus an arbitration 
setup, but the scheme stymied on 
clause calling for a majority of im- 
portant agencies signing before it 
became effective. 

Big stick behind the Guilds-agent 
negotiations two years ago then 
4s. today is the threat of Guilds 
establishing their own agency, simi- 
lar to the method in which Ameri- 
can Society of Cinematographers 
gets jobs for its members, rotating 
work whenever possible. Also 
there's the milder threat that the 
Guilds would follow Equity’s sys- 
tem of franchising agents, with 
agents not getting the nod out 
in the cold as far as Guilds’ mem- 
bers are concerned. Guilders also 
are said to have a strong yen for 
paring agents commissions under 
the traditional 10%. 

Cuilds’ campaign to regulate the 
agents is said to be much stronger 
on so-called creative talent rights 
than was the Academy’s attempt 
along similar lines three years ago.

NITERIES BULLISH 


Washington, Sept. 10. 
Evidence of substantial improve- 
ment in theatre business from July, 
1934, to July, 1935, was supplied 
Monday (9) by preliminary report 
on admissions tax collections during 
the fiscal year ended June 30. 


Reflecting better grosses, Treas- 
ury statistics showed Uncle Sam’s 
take from box office transactions 
amounted to $13,757,238, a gain of 
$413,618 over the previous fiscal pe- 
riod. Government income from all 
admissions, including cabarets and 
miscellaneous amusements, reached 
$15,379,297, an increase of $765,982. 

Ten percent top brought in ex- 
actly $379,397 more than figure- 
jugglers had expected, as the treas- 
ury’s midwinter estimate of the 
year’s receipts, based on six-month 
figures, was a flat $15,000,000. 


Drop in the use of throwaways, 
Annie Oakleys, and other cut-rate 
ducats, as well as decline in volume 
ot legit business handled by spec- 
ulators, was indicated in the analy- 
sis of receipts. Report showed that 
the government’s revenues from the 
tax on free and cutrate admissions 
—with the 10% applying to estab- 
lished rather than actual price— 
slid $4,537. Payments by brokers, 
who are subject to 10% of the dif- 
ference between the sale and the 
box office price, likewise dropped, 
decline being $11,282. 

The total receipts from the admis- 
sions levy were broken up as fol- 
lows: From the straight box office 
impost on all sales over 40c, $13,- 
757,238; from the tax on cut rates 
and gratis admissions, $509,383; 
from leases of boxes or seats, $42,- 
208; from excess prices charged by 
box offices, $22,172; from brokers, 
$94,595; from roof gardens, caba- 
rets, and other hoof palaces, $953,- 
799, 

While the amusement business 
nationally was showing a healthier 
condition, goverament figures gave 
evidence of a decline in three of the 
major entertainment centers, New 
York, Chicago, and Philadelphia, 
while the Pacific Coast and New 
England reflected bigger grosses. 

Receipts in the third New York 
district, which comprises the heart 
of Gotham, dove $99,529, while the 
Chicago office reported a drop of 
$43,004 and the Philly office showed 
a decline of $29,581.

Surprise move of Consolidated in 
making concessions for new busi- 
ness is reported as a flat-rate deal 
to producers per picture. One offer 
of $750 would include developing of 
at least 20,000 feet of picture and 
sound track negative; daily prints 
of large portion of footage shot; 15 
laps and 15 dissolves; supplying of 
main title, parts titles and end titles; 
and delivery of a master print. 


Concession is secured through the 
inclusion of the laps, dissolves and 
titles, on practically gratis basis to 
the producer, it was stated, as Con- 
solidated has to maintain regular 
prices on processing of negative and 
supplying of prints in order not to 
jeopardize big accounts whose con- 
tracts provide for equal concessions 
given to any other customers, 

A price slashing campaign was 
expected several months ago when 
it was announced that International 
Cinema would open a new lab to go

after business. Roy Davidge, 
through inability to offer partial 


financing of pictures or long time 
credit, was forced to suspend his 
laboratory business Saturday (7) 
after 20 years in the field. 


Consolidated’s price cutting is not 
confined to the film processing end.

receivership, reorganization of Par 
theatres will shortly be complete.

(Goldstein Bros.) bought in this 
group of 12 theatres for 50% of the 
mortgage which amounted to $575,- 
000. This is the most important 
step looking to the complete re- 
organization of New England for 
Par and discharge of Olympia from 
receivership. The properties of GB 
were owned by Olympia subject to 
the $575,009 }..ortgage, 

Various tentative drafts of a final 
reorg plan a.a being worked on by 
attorneys and the theatre advisory 
reorganization committee headed by 
S. A. Lynch. Latter’s job on reor- 
ganization which brought him into 
Par in the summer of 1933 will be 
complete when a plan is arrived at 
and court approval obtained. 

The northwestern F. & R. reor- 
ganization is rated next to Olympia 
in important subsidiaries which 
were thrown into receivership, both 
groups representing a large number 
of theatres. In the northwest, 
Hamm, who was appointed receiver, 
once held a mortgage of $3,000,000 
on the F&R chain. This has been 
reduced to $500,000.

TOO FEW RATHER 
THAN TOO MANY 


Recovery the Reason—Build- 
ing Halted, Certain Sec- 
tors Now Feel Dearth of 
Theatre Capacities 





FARMERS UP 





Overseating, a condition which 
annoyed the industry for the last 
three or four years, is rapidly being 
supplanted by an_ under-seated 
problem in picture houses as 1935 
draws near a close. This is truer in 
some sectors than others, 

While some communities manifest 
an accute desire for further theatre 
building, the trade in general hopes 
that this optimistic manifestation 
will reflect itself in admission scales 
being brought up. Severe price- 
cutting in recent years still has the 
general average quite a bit below 
par 

Surveys made by representative 
trade organizations in key cities in 
the last four or five months shows 
that the ratio of seats to theatre- 
attending population has grown 
from about 1 to 5 up to approxi- 
mately 1 to 8. Which is taken to 
mean that, compared with two or 
three years ago, nearly twice as 
many people are paying their way 
into virtually the same houses. The 
result is that theatres which played 
to 50% and 75% of capacity three 
and four years ago, now are dust- 
ing off the SRO sign. 

This under-seating situation is at- 
tributed to the following: 

(1) Absence of any general the- 
atre construction program in the 
last four or five years. 

(2) More prosperous times. 

(3) Doubling of farming popula- 
tion’s income in the last two years. 

(4) Pick-up in industrial activity. 

(5) Providing cash for those on 
relief. 

Since the first of the year, the 
number of open and operating pic- 
ture theatres has been steadily in- 
creasing, but this as well as the 
building of new theatres has not 
kept pace with the growth of pa- 
trons having money for admittance 
coupons, 

Return to more normal times, 
with more people having additional 
money to spend, has been noted for 
more than a year. Revival of busi- 
ress is best seen in improved earn- 
ings statements of bie industrial 
companies and the increased pace of 
representative trade indices. 

The Farm Belt 

Great portion of this resumption 
of business is traced to betterment 
of the farmers. Annual income of 
the farming population has been 
virtually doubled in about two years’ 
time. Beneficial effect this has had 
on box office is best comprehended 
when it is realized that half of the 
nation’s populace is represented by 
the farmer class. 

With the farmer having consid- 
erably more to expend this spending 
is reflected not only in territory and 
business adjacent to the farm belt, 
but all through the industrial world. 

Fact that those on relief now are 
being paid cash instead of being 
granted food, clothing and lodging 
is putting more money into circu- 
lation, with the theatres getting a 
proportionate share of this coin. 

Detroit is coming to be recognized 
as one of the most underseated com- 
munities. Wave of more prosperous 
times was felt in the center of auto- 
mobile production, which has been 
in the fore of the recovery move-

Stock market held firm yesterday 
(Tuesday) in another 2,000,000- 
share day, with important indus- 
trials hitting new highs. This up- 
surge pushed several in amuse- 
ment list to highest ground this 
year. These included American 
seating, at 1374; Eastman Kodak, 
at 156, an advance of 4 points for 
the day; General Electric, 34%; 
and Westinghouse, at 76%. Radio 
B rallied more than a point to 64%, 
while Trans-Lux equalled its pre- 
vious 1935 top at 3%. Picture com- 
pany issues were unchanged to 
fractionally lower. 

A resumption of the advance, led 
by industrial favorites, carried the 
Amusement Group to highest levels 
of the year in last week’s stock mar- 
ket. Group went to about 36% and 
showed the remarkable advance of 
0.729 of a point as measured by the 
average for 12 representative issues. 
Low level was 33%. 

Most pleasing feature of strength 
in amusements was that the Amuse- 
ment Group went up on heavy vol- 
ume. More than 493,000 shares 
changed hands in this group, mak- 
ing highest volume of the year.

Steps Into News 


Reels’ Competish 


Battle of five newsreel] companies 
to obtain first prints of the hurri- 
ecane-stricken Florida region and 
the S.S, Dixie, aground off the coast, 
as taken from a coast guard plane, 
reached a climax last week, when 
U. 8S. officials stepped in. Protests 
of Fox Movietone to the coast guard 
commandant in Washington that it 
was entitled to these shots proved 
unavailing. Result was that Uni- 
versal, Pathe and Metrotone were 
the only companies to get these 
plane views, first of the stranded 
steamer and the initial motion pic- 
tures of the storm havoc off the 
keys. Paramount got other plane 
shots. 

Universal, Metrotone. and Pathe 
sent James Lyons, cameraman, by 
plane to Jacksonville Tuesday. 
Made remainder of journey to Miami 
over water-gutted highways by auto. 
When coast guard plane was or- 
dered on flight over the hurricane- 
swept keys country Wednesday to 
learn extent of damages and ascer- 
tain if anybody had lived through 
the storm, Lyons was only camera- 
man to make trip. He obtained pic- 
tures of the Dixie and the desolate 
region, being the first to see the 
wrecked Conservation Corps camp. 
Camera also shows wrecked train 
and manner in which roadbed was 
carried away. f 

The three companies representa- 
tions to the coast guard were that 
they were solely entitled to the film 
because they alone made application 
for the pictures before the flight 
was made. They informed the coast 
guard commandant that on this 
basis prints were withheld from 
Paramount and Fox, with coast 
guard later admitting correctness of 
claim made by Pathe, Universal and 
Metrotone. 

After being on duty for more than 
48 hours in the storm and part of 
the time flying over the ocean and 
flooded region in the coast guard 
plane, Lyons collapsed shortly after 
phoning N. Y. film editors of scenes 
obtained. This and delays in ship- 
ping prevented negatives from 
reaching New York city until Fri- 
day (6) afternoon. Result was that 
these reels did not hit Broadway 
houses until Saturday morning. 
Paramount got into the houses 
same morning with other plane 
views of boat and storm, 

Universal, Pathe and Metrotone 
shot out these pictures by air ex- 
press Saturday (7) morning and 
caught boats for Europe same day. 

Importance attached to obtaining 
these films was seen when it was 
reported in industry circles that at 
least one of the two newsreel com- 
panies would demand an investiga- 
tion of the affair by the house mili-

Booking Deal; 


Berlin, Aug. 31. 

With 90% of all big-time book- 
ings in German vaude handled 
through London and Paris agents, 
local group is registering a strong 
protest with the newly created Nazi 
org of vaude actors. Now see their 
chance to cut out this foreign com- 
petition. 

All labor permits for foreign acts 
booked in Germany are to go ex- 
clusively through German agents 
instead of through big time man- 
agers as heretofore. This would 
automatically force these managers 
to book foreign talent through the 
home agents only, they contend. 

Up to now, German bookers, be- 
cause of lack of connection, were 
unable to procure such foreign 
talent as needed by leading houses 
like Scala and Wintergarten, Berlin. 

Another angle is an alleged kick- 
back to German managers because 
of the 10% commission allowed for- 
eign agents here, while the commis- 
sion for German agents is set at 
6%. 

Jewish question in foreign book- 
ing is also tackled by the new Nazi 
org. In future all applications for 
foreign labor permits must state 
the religion of performer, another 
new rule, enabling the Nazi group 
to refuse permits on_ religious 
grounds.

Recent law ives journalists the 
right to one month’s pay per year 
of employment, as indemnity, plus 
other favored treatment, when they 
are dropped.

Ben Miggins, Fox newsreel’s man- 
ager for Europe, replies that no 
such precedent will be established 
if he can help it, so a legal show- 
down seems inevitable. 

Several lawsuits have resulted 
here recently from conflict between 
American firms’ desire to fire people 
ad lib and French laws designed for 
protection of employees. Paramount 
News got in when it fired its French 
editor, A, Sozio, an American citi- 
zen, and the row between David 
Souhami, once manager of Par’s 
French subsidiary, who also was let 
out, is still to be settled in or out 
of court.

Louis Lumiere, in great so2crecy, 
has finished the production of the 
first talking film in relief. Inventor 
used money lent him by his friends, 
and had no other technical aid than 
that of his assistant, Pierre de 
Cuvier and a cameraman from Nice 
named Walter. Job was done in 
the studios of Nicaea Films, at St. 
Laurent du Var, on French Riviera. 

Lumiere has got little jack out of 
his invention of the motion picture, 
and he therefore intends to exploit 
his new discovery himself. 

Picture, which was taken with a 
two-lensed stereoscopic camera, is 
called ‘L’Ami de Monsieur’ (‘The 
Gentleman's Friend’). It’s 1,200 
meters long, and will be the first 
part of a relief program that Lu- 
miere will sell as a unit. Feature 
film, which will have full standard 
2,800 meter length, will be started 
soon. Scenario has been written, 
but title not yet chosen.

Starting as a minor affair some 
three -years ago, these ‘Crazy’ pro- 
ductions at the Palladium have 
gradually become more and more 
elaborate. Last one here, built 
around Jack Hylton and his band, 
cost $25,000 to produce, which is a 
mere bagatelle compared with the 
present show, ‘Round About Regent 
Street.’ 

Understood present show cost 
nearly $70,000, which includes two 
weeks preliminary canter at Brign- 
ton, which must have involved a 
$6,000 loss despite playing to ca- 
pacity. 

This, the most ambitious of 
George Black’s several attempts, is 
not.a ‘Crazy’ show that can in any 
way be compared with any of its 
predecessors.

Herbert Marshall and a forthright 
sentimental romance, well directed 
by Sidney Franklin, to sustain al- 
most every element. The high-pow- 
ered matinee appeal alone should 
underwrite ‘Angel’ for smash 
grosses, although the general ap- 
Teal is not to be discounted. 

Director Franklin's’ consistent 
good taste in production values is 
matched by an equally distinguished 
scripting job by Lillian Hellman and 
Mordaunt Shairp. Their dialogic 
restraint in tense emotional scenes 
is parred by an equally expert his- 
trionic interpretation by the stellar 
trio as well as by Janet Beecher and 
John Halliday, the prominent ma- 
turer support of the romantic three. 

Grown up together from child- 
hood, the war throws Kitty Vane 
(Miss Oberon) to -March as her 
natural romantic choice. Marshall 
and Miss Oberon later berate them- 
selves in mistaken belief they have 
sent March to his doom. Instead, 
after nursing in a German prison 
camp and later back in his native 
England, March turns up under a 
nom-de-plume, an author of best 
sellers for juveniles, but perma- 
nently blind and in constant mental 
dread of becoming a burden to his 
bride without benefit of clergy. 

The scene of parting at the em- 
barkation town is one of the most 
poignant. Through technical time 
limitations they can’t secure the 
necessary wedding license. Their 
last night together, when she 
chooses to accompany him to Folk- 
stone, before the English troops 
cross the channel, is the cause of 
Marshall berating March for being 
supposedly unfaithful to Miss 
Oberon. 

The climactic situation where 
March rehearses every step in his 
familiar environs as a means to fool 
his visitors—Miss Oberon = and 
Marshall—whom the kindly Halliday 
has summoned, is the top tear- 
jerker sequence. Every move, every 
simulation of pseudo-vision, is well- 
nigh flawless as March cooly greets 
his childhood friends and former 
betrothed. One unsuspected slip to 
Marshall tips off his play-acting, as 
both realize March’s attempt to 
conceal his blindness and dismiss 
them from himself forever. 

Miss Oberon is a revelation as a 
reformed vamp. No longer the 
Javanese slant-eyed siren, her ver- 
satility as the comely English girl 
opens up a new and heretofore un- 
suspected histrionic channel to the 
very competent delineator of what 
were formerly ‘typed’ sophisticated 
roles. In simple hair-dress and sans 
any great sartorial display, Miss 
Oberon’'s emotional opportunities are 
fully met upon every occasion. The 
lone directorial lapse is the close- 
ups of her hands, a not particularly 
happy and betimes disconcerting 
effect. But otherwise her personal 
charm and pulchritude is as ever 
telling. 

Marshall and March are superb as 
the war-torn, love-torn boyhood 
chums, mutually in love with Miss 
Oberon. Both refuse to avail them- 
selves of any opportunities to 
stretch the emotional tension, 

The judicious directorial restraint 
all down the line reacts in the 
proper degree of audience appeal. 
The dialog in these sequences 
leaves much unuttered and by vir- 
tue of automatic emotional reflex, 
thus creates an even more accent- 
uated appeal. This may be the 
right road towards the achievement 
of ‘the new cinematic art’ about 
which the picture savants so often 
prate. This Goldwyn talker version 
of ‘Dark Angel’ is another mani- 
festation of how much more ef- 
fective are the normal reactionary 
instincts from the audience if prop- 
erly pitched by what transpires on 
the screen. The limiting of the 
dialog plus the proper histrionic 
shading, thus reacts in the audi- 
ence’s own natural emotions being 
even more highly pitched, than if 
the screen cast cut hysterical 
didoes. " 

The same semblances of symbolism 
which Sidney Franklin manifested 
in ‘Smilin’ Thru’ (he also did ‘Bar- 
rétts of Wimpole Street’) are ap- 
parent in ‘Dark Angel.’ The sudden 
gusts of wind at the doorstep of 
some crisis, the parallelisms in 
natural habit from adolescence into 
maturity, and kindred other nice- 
ties are a credit to the Franklin 
skill and artistry. 

There are some other good per- 
formances, in bits or otherwise. 
John Halliday, in charge of physi- 
cal reconstruction of war-wrecked 
men, does a highly competent and 





sympathetic job. Janet Beecher, the 
mother of Marshall whom she sees 
losing out to Alan Trent (March) 
in the friendly rivalry for Kitty 
Vane (Oberon), is as effective in 
this mental understanding of her} 
beloved three as in the scenes of} 
parting and reunion when botit boys 
go off to war. Frieda Inescort, as 
the understanding-.Miss. West, the 
secretary, is a comer on personality 
and charm. Claude Allister has an 
effective bit, and the kid players— 
Fay and Denis Chaldecott, George 
Breakston, Cora Sue Collins, Jimmy 
Baxter and Jimmy Butler—are all 
fine little troupers. Along with the 
technical credits, Gregg Toland’'s 
fine camera work is not the least of 
it.

sponding period prio: to the tax 
levy, Col. John A. Cooper, president 
of the Motion Picture Distributors 
& Exhibitors of Canada and presi- 
dent of the newly-formed Allied 
Sports and Amus. Ass’n, is leading 
the protest that the new tax is too 
remunerative to the government 
and too severe on the amusement 
industry. 

The principal change in the tax 
was the removal of the exemption 
on admissions of 25c and under. It 
is pointed out that this imposes a 
hardship on children and people of 
moderate means; they are bearing 
the brunt as a revenue source, the 
tax on the 30c admission being an 
increase of 150%, while the levy on 
the 75c admission was raised only 
25% with no increase at all on the 
$1.50 tickets. First month of oper- 
ation showed the new levy totalling 
$239,271, the jump in tax revenue 
of $159,000 over the corresponding 
month for 1934 indicating that the 
greater proportion of the increase is 
coming out of the pockets of pic- 
ture-goers who can only afford the 
25c or 30c tariffs. 

That the new tax was embarrass- 
ing the government because it had 
proved to be excessively productive 
and hence unduly severe upon 
amusement operators is the point 
being emphasized by Col. Cooper. 
The Premier had _ publicly an- 
nounced, in levying the new amuse- 
ment tax rate, that $1,000,000 was 
needed from this source for unem- 
ployment relief. Under the com- 
pilation based on the first month’s 
operation of the tax, the govern- 
ment will receive $2,000,000. Thea- 
tre interests therefore maintain 
that the theatre-goers are not only 
paying more than expected but that 
the tax is proving destructive to 
theatre business as well as sports.

United Artists has always had a 
policy of straight percentages on all 
of its pictures, and is insisting on 
percentages on the majority of its 
23 releases on the coming season's 
program, 

Other upcoming percentage ask- 
er is RKO-Radio which has pre- 
pared a list of pictures in which 15 
are figured for splits on the box- 
/ office take. On current negotiations 
RKO salesmen are asking for six 
pictures at 35% and nine pictures 
at 30%. Particularly are they in- 
sisting on this arrangement in the 
smaller towns 
where the exhibs have been play- 
ing percentage for years.

In Selette’s version it 
runs only a week aad it does a job 
of selling every day. 

It's a 4x12 card with spaces for 
each day, for ‘he name and address 
and the regular house card with 
‘Movie calendar. Guest ticket for 
you if you read the following direc- 
tions.’ Direction is to cut out the 
Albany ad from any newspaper cach 
day and paste on the card, present- 
ing the filled card for a ticket. Color 
and date are changed weekly. since 
the stunt is in for a run. Value of 
the gag lies in the fact that the ads 
must be clipped each day, which 
brings the current day’s attraction 
to attention while it’s still hot. Best 
for small houses, since the ad has 
to be pasted up, and also because 
they make more frequent change. 
But it’s good for that type of house 
and even the donation of a ticket is 
probably a two-for-one at worst. 

Selette sends along a big package 
of stuff. Mostly workovers, but one 
new gag is the offer of a birthday 
cake to patrons. The cake is given 
out Saturday night. There’s only 
one cake a week not a cake to every 
celebrant. If more than one applies 
it’s drawn.for. Cake is promoted, 
of course, 





Just Signs 

Small time house manager picked 
up a drum when the village band 
decided it had outlived its useful- 
ness and suggested he might be 
able to do something with it. Man- 
ager braced up the shell and put 
paper heads on the barrel with 
copy leading off ‘We can beat the 
drum about Ma 

Seemed to hit the fancy of the 
crowd, so now he uses it for all big 
shows, but only for the ones he is 
certain they are going to like. 
Knows the first time he stings them 
with the drum and a poor picture 
he might as well throw away the 
drum, 

Another manager worked an old 
idea in a new way for a comedy. 
He made a peep hole in the top of 
a barrel, mounted a sign inside and 
hung it in the lobby, down front. 
Barrel was painted ‘If you want to 
have a barrel of fun, look inside.’ 
Inside merely told them to see the 
picture if they wanted a barrel of 
laughs. More effective, for one 
time, than the sign in the barrel on 
the sidewalk. 

An effective shadow box was 
made with a front of bronze wire 
screening back of which a bright 
poster or any other advertising 
could be placed. Screen was remoyv- 
able and could be laid flat and a 
lettering done in a thin solution of 
glue, after which colored sand was 
sprinkled on, adhering only to the 
giued portions. Rest was clear to 
permit the back sign to be seen. 
Glue and adherent sand could be 
vashed off and new lettering put 
on it in short order. Worked so 
well he was asked to fix up the 
screen doors for a couple of small 
stores. with a window sign the pay- 
off. Where a more permanent sign 
is desired, shellack should be used 
in place of glue, with alcohol used 
for removal,

One frame is dedicated to each of | 
the more prominent players, with | 
the name neatly lettered and a 
photograph centered. The space | 
around is left for chat about the! 
particular player, the items being |

VarRiETy, One of the girl ushers | 
does the clipping in her spare time 
and lets nothing get by her. 

Items are mounted on light card- 
board and thumb-tacked to the 
frame, which is backed by soft pine 
and covered with glass. Gives the 
fans a chance to follow their fa- 
vorites closely and often a patron, 
particularly among the younger set, 
will spend from half an hour to an 
hour looking the frames over. In 
the center of the frame is a tablet 
announcing the player's coming pic- 
tures, with dates added as soon as 
they become known. Old items are 
replaced by newer after the frame 
is filled, the guide being dated 
credit to the paper from which the 
item is clipped. 

Mapager figures it must be tak- 
ing hold since patrons are more 
particular in their queries. Thev 
no longer ask him when a certain 
star will be seen again, but when 
this or that title will be played. 

Idea grew out of a column of fan 
news the manager supplied the 
paper with each week. Figured 
that concentrating the items on each 
player a greater interest could be 
worked up. When an item men- 
tions two or more players a neatly 
typewritten card repeats the item 
for the other frames. 

Doesn’t require more than three 
or four hours each week and work- 
ing so well the manager already is 
figuring on frames for the minor, 
but well-liked players.

Paris, Sept. 1.

tumers in private projection rooms, 
Ruling of customs department in 
effect since Aug. 20 has stopped this, 
putting a kibosh on the business of 
several American majors which used 
to do this. 

Pictures in bond now can only be 
screened in projection room of the 
customs house. You have to taxi 
the customer over there. 

In order to make possible this 
handicap to the Paris film market, 
authorities spent $13,000 wiring the 
one projection room the customs 
hcuse owns. But they forgot, at the 
same time, to modernize the place 
by installing a telephone. So no one 
can call up to make a date to show 
a pic. 

Procedure now is for American 
importing firm to telephone to its 
shipping agent to ask for screening. 
Agent sends boy to customs house, 
who learns when time is free, and 
then agent phones back importer, 
who phones the customer. 

It’s easier to go to London or 
Berlin to see the picture. 


ANZAC BIZ 50%,

Figures just released concerning 
operations of American distribs in 
Australia over the past five years 
disclose some highly distressing in- 
formation. Distribs referred to are 
in the group comprising Motion 
Pisture Distributors of Australia. 

Gross Australian pic rentals from 
$10,810,545 in 1930 to $7,309,030 in 
1924, Duty, primage and print costs 
amounted to $1,545,900 in 1930, and 
$1,507,815 in 1934. Operating ex- 
penses locally, excepting salaries 
and taxation, were $1,206,700 in 
1930 and $1,039,400 in 1934. Net 
profit, excluding loss on exchange, 
amounted to $1,059,950 in 1930 and 
$405,250 in 1934. 

From time to time the outcry has 
arisen here that Yankee pic pro- 
ducers have taken too much money 
out of Australia. Such a huge drop 
in four years should give proof that 
this is not so. 

Facts prove that the pic industry, 
both from a distrib and exhib angle, 
provides the government with one 
of its biggest tax nest eggs. 

Drop in rentals, outside of the tax 
angle, can probably be put down to 
the combine of Greater Union and

Despite declines, midtown Man- 
hattan revenue office continued to 
lead the country in size of admis- 
sions collections, with eighth Illi- 
nois district (covering Chicago) and 
sixth California (Los Angeles) fol- 
lowing in order. Gotham main office 
take am»unted to more than one- 
fourth of the aggregate receipts, 
$4,809,729. Chicago office took $1,- 
314,715; Los Angeles $834,186. Totals 
for leading states were: New York, 


$6,048,994; Illinois, $1,356,293; Cali- 
fornia, $1,307,267. 
Declines occurred in four of the 


six New York state districts, two of 


the three Pennsylvania _ districts, 
two of the four Ohio districts, and 
the northern New Jersey district. 
Most of the other drops were in 
smaller states, although Indiana, 


Iowa, and Idaho showed decreasing 
receipts, but the New England, Pa- 
cific Coast, and Great Lakes regions 
on the whole registered encouraging 
increases. 

Greatest amount of box office 
profiteering, as reflected by figures 
showing payments by proprietors on 
sales above established prices, oc- 
curred not in New York, but in the 
Los Angeles area. Naturally, broker 
collections were highest in Gotham.

NBC has given up the idea of 
creating a special evening hookup 
of the stations it owns and operates 
in the east and midwest and mak- 
ing this link available to advertisers 
during the two half-hour periods 
which have been allocated to affili- 
ated stations for their own use. 
Had the proposal gone through it 
would have been the first setup of 
its kind in direct competition with 
the Mutual Network. 

Under the new NBC station con- 
tract the network is restricted from 
selling on a regular hookup basis 
the 6.30 to 7 p. m. and the 7.30: to 8 
p. m. stretches, weekdays. With 
practically all the choice evening 
time being sold, it occurred to the 
NBC sales department that an ap- 
preciable bit of additional revenue 
might be garnered by linking up 
NBC's own outlets and putting 
them on the market at the regular 
network rate.

ticn: ‘Is the plaintiff-respondent en- 
titled, upon the facts shown by the

‘The statute does not specify the 
special means or methods of adver- 
tising, and it may be surmised that 
the prohibition of the statute em- 
braces not only advertising by 
methods in vogue at the time of its 
enactment, but to advertising 
through any other medium that 
might thereafter come into use. 

‘The development of radio broad- 
casting has added its own legal 
problems to the _ ever-increasing 
number created by the advance in 
science and invention, with the 
consequent influence on social ac- 
tivities and relationships. One of 
these problems is defamation by 
radio, which has already received 
the attention of the courts (see 
Sorenson v. Wood and KFAB 
Broadcasting Co., 243 N. W., 82) and 

gat legislatures (Cal. Pen. Code, 
Deering, 1931, secs. 258-260; Ill. Rev, 
Stat., Cahill, 1931, chap. 381, sec. 
567; N. Dak. Laws, 1929, chap. 117; 
Ore. Laws, 1931, chap. 366). 


‘Another such problem is now 
pending before the New York Su- 
preme Court of Monroe County, and 
that is whether the use of one’s 
name during an advertising pro- 
gram over the radio is a violation 
of sections 50 and 51 of the Civil 
Rights Law. It is charged by the 
plaintiff, Joseph J. King, a Roch- 
ester carpenter, that during the fa- 
miliar program over. the stations of 
the National Broadcasting Com- 
pany, advertising the product of the 
Andrew Jergens Company, Walter 
Winchell said of him, King the car- 
penter, identifying him by name 
and address, and by reference to his 
trade, that while sitting astride the 
limb of a tree, King sawed off the 
limb between himself and the trunk 
of the tree, with the result that ‘the 
limb came down and so did King.’ 
So far as we are aware this is the 
first time that an alleged violation 
of the New York Civil Rights Law 
by means of the radio has been 
presented to the courts for determ- 





ination. 

‘Sections 50 and 51 of the Civil 
Rights Law, so far as pertinent, read 
as follows: 

‘Sec, 50. Right of privacy.—A 
person, firm or corporation that 
uses for advertising purposes, or 
for the purposes of trade, the 
name, portrait or picture of any 
living person without having first 
obtained the written consent of 
such person, or, if a minor, of 
his or her parent or guardian, is 
guilty of a misdemeanor. 

‘Sec. 51. Action for injunction 
and for damages.—Any person 
whose name, portrait or picture is 
used within this state for adver- 
tising purposes, or for the pur- 
poses of trade without the writ- 
ten consent first obtained as above 
provided may maintain an equit- 
able action in the Supreme court 
ot this state against the person, 
firm or corporation so using his 
name, portrait or picture, to pre- 
vent and restrain the use thereof; 
and may also sue and recover 
damages for any injuries sus- 
tained by reason of such use, and 
if the defendant shall have know- 
ingly used such person's name, 
portrait or picture in such manner 
as is forbidden or declared to to 
unlawful by the last section, the 
jury, in its discretion, may award 
exemplary damages. 

‘In Blumenthal vy. Picture Classics, 
Inc. (235 App. Div., 570), the plain- 
tiff, a widow, residing in Fast Hous- 
ton street, New York city, made her 
livelihood by selling bread and rolls 
on the street. The defendant, in 
preporing a moving picture entiled 
‘Sight-Seeing in New York with 
Nick and Tony,’ which it thereafter 
released for exhibition in various

‘In McNulty v. Press Publishing 
Co». (136 Misc., 833) the World news- 
paper, as published in 1929, printed 
a cartoon drawn by Harold T. Web- 
ster, entitled ‘The Boy Who Made 
Good,’ in which was used a photo- 
graphic reproduction of the plaintiff, 
under which appeared certain writ- 
ing. The complaint set forth two 
causes of action, the first for libel, 
and the second for damages under 
sections 50 and 51 of the civil rights 
law. On the motion by the defend- 
ant to dismiss the complaint on the 
ground that neither of the ‘causes 
of action stated facts sufficient to 
constitute’ a cause of action, the 
court, while granting the motion as 
to the cause for libel, denied the 
motion as to the cause of action for 
violation of privacy under the Civil 
Rights Law, saying: 

‘While the statute does not pro- 
hibit a newspaper from using or 
publishing in a single issue the 
name and picture of ? person 
without his consent having first 
been obtained (Moser v. Press 
Publishing Co., 59 Misc., 78), the 
charge is not confined to such use, 
but includes also the sale by the 
defendants to others, for profit, 
of cartoons containing plaintiff's 
picture. This is a use ‘for the 
purpose of trade’ and is prohibited 
ky statute. 


‘From the wording of the statute 
and the pronouncements of the 
courts in the cases cited in would 
seem that where a radio broadcast 
is being used for advertising the 
product of a company, the use of a 
person’s name, without his written 
consent, during the course of the 
program, might come within the 
purview of the statute. We intend, 
of course, to express no opinion upon 
the merits of the action of the car- 
penter charged with sawing off his 
own perch, now pending in Monroe 
County.’

Starting Sept. 16 the John Wana- 
maker department store, New York, 
wili go on the air for a five-hour | 
period weekly over radio station 
W2XR in Long Island City. Pro- 
gram wili be given daily from Mon» 
day to Friday from 7 to 8 p. m. over 
this outlet’s high-fidelity band. Con- 
tract holds indefinitely. 

Prior to this contract the station 
operated during its entire exisience 
on.a_sustaining basis with one ex- 
ception, that of Victor records, ad- 
vertising its class release, The sta- 
tion is owned by John V. L. Hogan, 
radio consulting engineer and in- 
ventor, credited for the single con- 
tro] radio dial. It operates on 1,000 
watts on the 1550 kilocycle channel, 
and was recently given permission 
of the Federal Communications 
Commission by accept sponsored 
programs. Howard J, Perry is man- 
aging director. 

High fidelity means, in laymen’s 
language, the faithful reproduction 
and transmission of the entire range 
of audible sound. This requires a 
broadcast band double the width of 
ordinary stations to attain the in- 
terference-free transmission of 
sound frequencies wider than 5,000 
cycles. This is the sole station al- 
lowed to operate on this 20 kilocycle 
band in the New York area. There 
are three other such stations widely 
scattered across the continent. Ar- 
thur Church of KMBC, Kansas City, 
is interested in one out there. 

Although station operates only 
three hours daily (recently dropped 
from four), it may increase time 
up to 24 hours if wanted, because of 
that free channel. Perry states that 
they will pick up the dropped one 
hour after studio alterations have 
been completed, and that it also 
plans Increasing its time over the 
original four hours. It operates 
under the title of the Scientific 
Broadcasting Service. 

Wanamaker were pioneer sponsors 
in the infant radio business of 15 
years ago, with their own station, 
WWZ. This outlet presented only 
musical programs of the type that 
it will offer now over W2XR. 
Both live talent and transcriptions 
are used, but Wanamaker will em- 
ploy only the recordings.

N.A.B. Raps Cost-Per-Inquiry; 
Frowns on Revival Attempts 





Washington, Sept. 10. 

New campaign to eradicate from 
the broadcasting business the old 
headache of cost-per-inquiry ac- 
counts was launched last week by 
National Association of Broadcast- 
ers following reports that since 
death of NRA codes, attempts have 
been made to revive the practice 
on a broad scale. 

Reminding membership that the 
revised code of ethics contains a 
ban on percentage and contingent 
accounts, James W. Baldwin, man- 
aging director, served notice 
through publication of correspond- 
ence with an unidentfied agency 
that association members who enter 
deals on this basis will be cited to 
the board of directors for possible 
chastisement, 

Although he did not directly call 
any of his membership on the car- 
pet, Baldwin made the association's 
position plain by releasing a letter 
to the agency involved in which he 
expressed confidence that N. A. B 
‘will not permit one bad apple to 
spoil the whole barrel.’ Force was 
lent to his indirect warning by a 
comment ‘in the association’s weekly 
bulletin that ‘efforts are being made 
to learn the identity of stations that 
have accepted this type of business. 

Campaign was launched when 
N. A. B. office received from one of 
its members a copy of a form let- 
ter from the particular agency 
which pointed out that the Supreme 
Court’s invalidation of compulsory 
codes enables any broadcaster to ac- 
cept business on a contingent basis 
and suggested that the station ‘try 
making this announcement every 
morning for a week and see for

Agency Explains 

With a declaration that ‘we are 
heartily in favor with the stand of 
your association and certainly hope 
that radio stations in general will 
stick to the ethics you set forth,’ 
the agency replied to N. A. B. exec 
as follows: 

‘Some few radio stations do ac- 
cept contingent deals and this fact 
was being played up to our client 
by another advertising agency that 
has accepted accounts on a contin- 
gent basis in the past. In order to 
protect ourselves it was necessary 
for us to go or record with every 
radio station in the country that a 
deal of this type could be obtained 
through our office. For your in- 
formation, this account accepts reg- 


ular advertising programs on a 
number of large stations for which 


they pay card rates, It is their in- 
tention and ours to continue along 
this basis. However, we could not 
have our relationship with this ac- 
count jeopardized by insinuations of 
a competitor that they could obtain 
contingent deals.’

Through this statistical compila- 
tion, averred James, the network 
has provided for advertisers an an- 
swer to their query as to how many 
listeners are reachable at a given 
time. The next step, which is to 
determine how many listeners are 
actually reached at a given time, 
is something, opined James, that the 
advertiser himself would have to go 
after. To try to find out how many 
are tuned at various periods on the 
clock would be a case, holds James, 
of measuring the circulation of 
every particular program. It is the 
individual advertiser’s function to 
obtain this info, if he wants it, 
since the pulling power of the pro- 
gram, says James, is dependent on 








the entertainment value and show- 
manship that the sponsor puts 
inte it. 

James admits that NBC has not 
gone ail the way in charting the 
relative number of actual listeners 
that are available to advertisers at 
given periods of the day and night. 
He does contend that in showing 
how many listeners are potentially 
available in a given territory and 
how many of these can be reached 
at a given time the network has 
given the advertiser a comprehen- 
sive knowledge of what he hag to 
shoot at if he wants to go a step 
further and ascertain how many of 
these are actually listening at a 
given time. 

Occupational Analysis 

The analysis in ‘Sales Begin,’ 
showing the number of women who 
ave occupied with certain chores at 
various half hours of the day is 
confined to the eastern time zone. 
The census is based on a survey 
made for NBC by the Research 
Corp. of America in the month of 
April, 1934.

Grants and Applications 


Construction of a new transmitter, one frequency shift and one increase 
in power were sanctioned by the Federal Communications Commission 
last week. while two power increases were denied. 

Application of KOOS, Marshfielé, Ore., for frequency change from 1200 
ke to 1390 ke was granted as the Commish upheld Examiner J. P, Bram- 
hall, and WDRC. Hartford, Conn. was granted a day power -Leest from 
1 to 5 kw. 

Commish nixed application for increase in night power, from 10 to 25 
kw by KSTP, St. Paul, Minn., overruling recommendation of Examiner 


| R. L. Walker, Daytime increase from 100 to 250 watts was denied KGFY, 
| Los Angeles. 


Only a handful ef new applications were filed during the week. Com- 
prising” wiostiy routine matters, the requests included two applications 
for new stations at Fairbanks, Alaska, and Richmond, Va. Sponsor of 
the Alaskan application was the Fairbanks Broadcasting Co., which de- 
sires to construct a transmitter operating on 1220 ke with 250 watts, 
The Virginia applicant was the Times Dispatch Publishing Co., which 
proposed a station operating on 1500 ke with 100 watts, 

The only other significant proposals were two power increase applica- 
tions. boost from 500 watts to 1 kw was requested by WCAP, Asbury 
Park, while KPCB, Seattle, asked for an increase from 250 to 500 watts, 


Examiners’ Reports 


Construction of two new broadcasting stations, one at Hartford, Conn.,, 
and the other at Muskogee, Mich., were advocated and two similar re- 
quests turned down, Examiner John P. Bramhall recommended that the 
application of the Oklahoma Press Publishing Co. for authority to con- 
struct a transmitter operating on 1500 ke with 100 watts be granted, 
Similar recommendation was made by Examiner Melvin H. Dalberg, in 
the case of the Hartford Times which desires to build a smallie using the 
same channel, 

Shepard Dimmed 

Hopes of John Shepard, III, of acquiring a pair of new outlets in New 
England for his Yankee network programs and of severing relations with 
transmitters affiliated with Columbia, received a dash of cold water when 
Examiner Dalberg presented an adverse report on requests of the Hart- 
ford Broadcasting Co, and the Worcester Broadcasting Co., for permis- 
sion to build 100-watters sharing the 1200 ke channel. Dalberg's ob- 
jections were based on technical grounds, the report emphasizing that 
unless directional antennas were used considerable interference would 
be inevitable and that the Commish does not regard favorably the idea of 
employing directional antennas for low-power locals. 

Hartford Broadcasting Co. and Worcester Broadcasting Co. are cor- 
purations under the same management, with A, S. Moffat, owner of sta- 
tions WMAS, Springfield, and WLLH, Lowell, acting as president and 
treasurer. Evidence submitted in support of the applications disclosed 
that arrangements have been made to sell one-quarter of the stock in 
both corporations, capitalized at $25,000 each, to Shepard who would re- 
move his Yankee Network programs from WORC, Worcester, and WDRC, 
Hartford, which now carry Columbia features as well as Shepard’s 
offerings, 

Objections to the pair of stations were registered by WKJC, Lancaster, 
Penn., which also uses 1200 ke., while Dalberg pointed out that if the 
two transmitters were built with directional antennas the probable “nuis- 
ance radius’ would be so great as to prevent the allocation of any other 
100 watter on this frequency east of Detroit. 

Involved in the Shepard contest, the Hartford Times won a nod for its 
plan to build a 100-watter using 1200 ke by amending its original appli- 
cation anlj abandoning the desire to operate nights. Declaring the paper 
showed ‘the possibility of a wide scope of public service and usefulness,’ 
Dalberg recommended that the application be granted with the provision 
that the station be restricted to daytime operation. 


~ Inside Stuff—Radio 


Federal Communications Commission has explained its position on 
television in a letter signed by Secretary Herbert L. Pettey and ad- 
dressed to Leon Litt: 

‘At the present time there is no government appropriation available for 
the purpose of developing television. However, extensive research is be- 
ing conducted in this art by several outstanding radio companies. The 
commission has encouraged the development of television as far as it is 
possible to do in accordance with the provisions of the communications 
act of 1934. At the present time there is nothing further that the com- 
mission can do to promote the development of television other than to 
cooperate with the various companies engaged in conducting such re- 
search.’ 











Tele-Flash, which is selling a wired radio sports and news bulletin 
service to saloons, restaurants and clubs in the New York area, has run 
into difficulties with the American Society of Composers, Authors and 
Publishers. T-F outfit was informed last week that the broadcasting of 
music which it proposes to add to its service will be enjoined by ASCAP 
unless the service's clients obtain licenses from the society. 

ASCAP stepped into the situation after Tele-Flash had obtained from 
NBC the New York wired radio rights to the network’s transcription 
library, the Thesaurus. It would cost each of its clients, Tele-Flash was 
informed, about $300 a year for a performing rights license, 


Charis Company of Allentown, Pa., whose unique campaign of radio 
showmanship linked to the new East and Durike program series over 
CBS was recently reported in detail, points ouc that the estimate of the 
number of admissions achieved in house-to-house solicitation is much 
too high. If sales resistance was as great as reported it would be im- 
possible to stay in business, company states, Charis’ own experience is

MORE SECRECY 
VEILS ‘LEAGUE 


—-- 


National League for Decency in 
Radio has met and decided to move 
ueadquarters in Washington, but it 
still refuses to shed its mystical 
cloak. Representatives ofthis 
league promised news scribes ap- 
portunity to sit in at confab held 
last week, but first knowledge of 
this session was contained in mim- 
eographed report covering the so- 
called joint meeting of executive 
and advisory councils of the organ- 
ization after the alleged meeting 
was held, 

Check-up at office of National 
League for Decency, in Salmon 
Tower, this week revealed that the 
mysterious radio organization had 
vacated its suite, 2515, leaving no 
forwarding address with renting 
agent. Same agent was a little hazy 
regarding who specifically had rent- 
ed the office excepting that the in- 
dividual gave a downtown hotel as 
place of residence. Building agent 
had no knowledge where league was 
moving to in Washington, 


From the same agent, it was 
learned that the league officials, 
whether temporary or not, used of- 
fice infrequently, such usage being 
confined largely to calling for mail. 

Decency League authorized a bul- 
letin stating that headquarters 
would be established in nation’s 
capital as soon as offices could be 
chosen, reason given for shift be- 
ing that ‘the only solution for the 
salvation of one of the greatest me- 
diums for molding and forming 
public opinion rested in securing 
legislation which will insure the op- 
eration of radio in the best interests 
of all Americans.’ It was not re- 
vealed whether this was in the form 
of a resolution adopted at last 
week’s meeting, also still shrouded 
in mystery, or the remark of one of 
the thus far invisible officers of the 
league. 


Radio Institute of Audible Arts 
officials said they had no knowl- 
edge of this National League 
for Decency in Radio, although 
inquiries regarding it had been 
made in several localities where 
the Institute maintains contacts 
throughout the country An at- 
tempt of the Radio Institute to 
get in touch with some official con- 
nected with the so-called Decency 
League was entirely unsuccessful.

After union was unable to reach 
any sort of understanding last 
week, every remote in city was 
pulled out. That was particularly 
tough on WIP, with almost all (10) 
of local remotes on its list. But rule 
also hit Manny LaPorte, airing over 
NBC from Arcadia Restaurant, and 
Del Regis, pumping CBS through 
WCAU from Anchorage Inn. WIP 
was allowed, after renewed negotia- 
tions, to put back its remotes pend- 
ing settlement and later WCAU and

Latter two stations, with WFIL, 
are in best shape to hold out against 
union, since they can take all dane 
sapations they want from networks, 
but WIP, in addition to deriving 
good part of revenue from remotes, 
pumps them to rest of Inter-City 
sroup.

Any band 
not meeting union demands for 
house crew must pay $3 a man per 
15-minute local remote and $4 per 
man per 15-minute network remote 
or else take out remotes,

FRENCH CASINO 


(‘Folie Parisienne’) 
(NEW YORK) 

The new French Casino 
‘Folie Parisienne,’ almost belongs 
under legit reviews. It's more than 
just a very good nitery show-—it’'s 
of production proportions, Housed 
in last season’s sensationally suc- 
cessful French Casino (nee the Earl 
Carrol), this eabaret-theatre again 
sets a new high. 

Clifford C. Fischer is the entre- 
preneur, having brought over this 
show 100% from abroad, Atmo- 
sphere is French but the talent is 
a mixture of French, British and 
German, not the least of theclicks 
being the German girl (by way of 
London), Renita Kramer, who was 
a show-stopper with her pash one- 
person love scene. 

Gallic in atmosphere and aura, 
it again proves that Broadway has 
become more Parisian than Paris. 
International cosmopolites aver that 
there's been more Continental at- 
mosphere in New York this past 
year or two than on the Continent, 
and the new ‘Folie Parisienne’ cer- 
tainly cinches the impression. 

It’s a sumptuous, lavish, Arabian- 
nightish sort of revue with nudes, 
talent, color, fountains, revolving 
stages, an orgy of costumes, 
feathers, spangles and scenery. It’s 
the most impressive flash on Broad- 
way in and out of a nite club, and 
considering the $2.50-$3 minimum 
dinner check idea, which is the reg- 
ular scale, it’s a bargain for the 
customers. Premiere tap was $10 
for a de luxe dinner including cock- 
tails, etc., and drew one of the most 
distinguished audiences from pol- 
itics (Farley), Hollywood (Shearer, 
Thalberg, et al.), Park avenue and 
Broadway. The newshawk camera- 
men were dizzy clicking their shut- 
ters, 

Show was a bit ragged opening 
night but its intrinsic potentialities 
are undeniable. Mishaps were me- 
chanical through the revolving 
moveable platforms, foun- 
tains, etc., sometimes not coordin- 
ating as they should. ~ 

Nikita Balieff is the m.c. Outside 
of his name value he’s at a loss as 
conferencier. Seemingly the size 
of this 1,100 capacity theatre de- 
feats his personal charm and abil- 
ity as an m.c., but since its a revue 
house, and everything about the 
show is spectacular, the sight ap- 
peal is everything. This is evidenced 
in what prove to be the highlights 
of the show. 

For example, the daring Trio 
Arabelle, Rich and Artini from the 
Casino de Paris, Paris, an adagio 
threesome where Arabelle doffs her 
clothes completely for ‘the mid- 
night bath’ and her male pards, 
Rich and Artini, in black velveteens, 
toss her around. What isn't dis- 
closed of the nude Arahelle doesn’t 
strain the imagination. It’s a spicy, 
raw but somehow not too rough 
conceit in view of the atmosphere 
and manner of terping.

There’s a wealth of talent 
and production ideas, and _ these 
may have to be cut to fit, even con- 
sidering that the show unreels in 
two acts a la the usual Broadway 
revue. Some semblance of cutting 
was already evidenced by lack of 
strict adherence to the program. 

The maiden trip of the S. S. Nor- 
mandie is the tee-off, a good and 
timely idea, a cinch for Fischer 
and a swell plug for the French 
Liner. The Max Weldy costumes 
and Jean Patou models against the 
scenery by Lavignac & Pellegry, 
also of Paris, are well set off in this 
opening sequence. Powder puffs, 
stockings, veils, hats, jewels, gloves 
and even dogs parade majestically. 
The ‘Ladies and Their Dogs’ is a 
type of number that’s a pushover 
for the Parisians who are notori- 
ously addicted to canine pets, and 
judging by the Broadway premiere 
reaction it’s no less true in America. 


The firt act finale is a stunning 
‘Carpet of Roses’ effect; the second 
act finale is ‘The Fountains,’ an- 
other costly flash which only a well- 
equipped theatre could successfully 
consummate. 
Jean Le Seyeux of the Folies 
Bergeres, Paris, staged the show 
under Fischer's direction. Chore- 
ography is by Mme. Natalie Komar- 
ova of the Folies Bergere (there is a 
ballet of 20), with special music by 
George Momaroff, plus other indi- 
vidual songs- by Aureilli and Gar- 
doni, Chas, Challis, Carl Hoff is a 
hard-working batoneer for this long 
show, his versatile dance orchestra 
also alternating with Don Bestor’s 
band for the dance sets. Hoff plays 
the show exclusively. Both combos 
flank either side of the rostrum, and 
alternatingly give out highly effect 
terp music. The audience hoofs on 
the huge apron of a stage-rostrum 
which juts out into the orchestra 
floor. 
House has been done over again. 
New carpeting item is placed at 
$8,000, damaged by stenching sabo- 
tage last winter, and finally halted 
by G-man intervention. 
The new ‘Folie’ is just another 
advance stage of the Ziegfeld’s Mid- 
night Frolics of early post-war days 
and, before that, the ill-fated rep- 
lica of the French ‘Folies Bergeres’ 
at the Fulton, long before the war. 
Jesse L. Lasky flivved with it at the 
Fulton because of the high-tariffs, 
as against the depression-bord idea 
of bigger ’n’ better values for little 
money, no couvert, and depending 
on mass turn-over for success. That 
was the secret of the Hollywood 
restaurant’s click on Broadway six 
‘vear ago, and doing it to this day, 
giving a big girly floor show for a 
moderate $2 table d’hote. The 
Fischer show is more musical 
comedy than nitery in its preten- 
tions and_ pretentiousness, and 
Monte Proser, for the management, 
has done a good job in lining up the 
first string dramatic critics, besides 
the usual nite club press coverage, 
which should react favorably. 
Unlike the previous Fischer- 
French Casino deal, the latter (L. F. 
Blumenthal, Jack Shapiro, et al.) 
now controls the show as well as 
the theatre. Fischer put it on but

Her flamenco rhythms 
have distinguished her as one of 
Spain's three outstanding danseuses, 

Rumba-tango music that’s the 
Spanish McCoy is dispensed by 
Emilio de Torre and his Picadores, 
who also know how to break it up 
with American rhythms, They’re on 
a coast-to-coast NBC hookup every 
Saturday night from this Village 
cafe. 

Rosita Rios, Spanish soprano in 
better than average voice; a Span- 
ish classical dancer, Mari del Car- 
men; Nina and Zapal, dance team; 
a pair of nifty flamenco guitarists, 
Luis Maravilla and Geronimo Vil- 
larino; and Lorenzo Herrera, tenor 
from Venezuela, round out a diver- 
tissement that’s characteristically 
authentic in every respect. 

El Chico is the type of nitery 
which gets an 8 o’clock dinner crowd 
and they think nothing of lingering 
three or four hours in true Contin- 
ental manner. Vintages and cuisine 
are exclusively Spanish, authentic 
and good, There is also a $1.50

Whiteman, probably back into 
the Hotel Ritz-Carlton. There are 
a number of live hotel dance spots 
still unaccounted for, with name 
dance music likely to go in. 


Prestige Angle 

All these spots are high-grade and 
not given to cut-rating and union 
scale chiseling as in others, but it’s 
likely that the dance music budg- 
ets, for all the name value, are con- 
servative. The bands may either 
figure on the supplementary society 
work for added income or, as is 
more the case, it gives the bands a 
home for their combinations in be- 
tween radio commercials which 
augment the income considerably. 

On the other hand, because the 
lesser hostelries and cafes would 
prefer to maintain limited budgets 
and not chisel so long as their dance 
requirements are adequately come 
mensurate with the type of estab- 
lishment, the cafe men have long 
been propagating the idea of the 
small dance band’s comeback. Tha 
old Jockers, Elkins, Joe Smith (the 
late) Nahan Franko, Sherbo and 
kindred type of so-called ‘society’ 
dance orchestras always filled the 
bill for orthodox dansapation. The 
name value advantage for couvert 
income alone brought the big bands 
to the fore, and justifiably so. 

But with changing conditions, 
cafe men all summer prognosticated 
the passing of the big dance or- 
chestras in favor of small, snappy 
sextets or septets. It’s long been 
established that an orchestra gete 
ting over-manned defeated its 
prime hoofology purposes, only that 
the band styles of late have become 
virtual miniature roadshows with 
entertainers, vocal soloists, shime- 
Sshammers and the like. 

The continued booking of the big 
name bands would tend to nullify 
any trend toward dance music con- 
servatism.,

Popular music industry has ap- 
peaied to the Federal Trade Com 
mission for help in suppressing plug 
pribery and other evils. Petition 
Was fied yesterday (Tuesday) with 
the federal coterie in Washington 
asking that it hold a trade confer- 
ence in New York for the purpose 
of discussing and adopting rules of 
fair competition that would bind the 
pop publishers. 

Proposal that the FTC be re- 
sorted to in an effort to keep the 
industry within the trade practice 
provisions of the whilom NRA code 
was unanimously approved at a 
meeting last week of popular 
publishers at the Astor hotel, It 
was also voted that John G. Paine 
continue his effort to align the in- 
dustry on a voluntary anti-bribery 
pact until the trade conference by 
the FTC could be held. Paine has 
received pledges for the pact from 
about 60% of the pop publishers.

Coast Scale for 


Radio Musicians 
Hits $115 Peak 


Los Angeles, Sept. 10. 

New musicians’ wage scale going 
into effect Sept. 15 in all radio sta- 
tions in the Los Angeles area, as 
promulgated by musicians’ Local 47, 
is divided into 10 classifications, to 
cover all types of broadcasting. 

Under new schedule top wages go 
to musickers regularly employed on 
national chain programs, pay run- 
ning from $60 per man per six-day 
week for one half-hour broadcast, to 
$115 per player on six hours daily. 

Single engagement over national 
chain will bring $25 per man for 
half hour and $37 for full hour. 

For local chain broadcasting wage 
is set at $13.50 for one-half hour; 
$21 for full hour. 

Combination local and Coast chain 
broadcasts run from $35 per man 
per week starting with half-hour 
broadcast up to $90 for six-hour 
day. Single engagement prices for 
this type of ethering is $6 for half 
hour and $8 for full hour.

to $85. In Class B house, with quota 
of nine players, scale is $25 to $80 
In third class, with established quo- 
tas of six men, remuneration is set 
at $20 minimum to $75 per week. 

Under new schedule all free re- 
hearsals have been eliminated, ex- 
cepting that in national broadcasts 
new scale includes minimum of 
three hours of free practice.

SONG PLUGGERS 
NIXED BY NBC 


NBC program department last 
week closed the network’s studios, 
offices and foyers to publishers’ con- 
tact men (song piuggers). Order 
barring the boys from the premises 
was issued after NBC pages re- 
ported that several of the former 
had used ‘devious methods’ of get- 
ting to their quarries in the stu- 
dios. It’s the first time that the 
pluggers have been completely lock- 
ed out by the network. 

Incident that actually brought on 
the drastic order was the chase of a 
publisher’s rep by a page which 
took them almost across the entire 
length of the RCA building and up 
and down several staircases. The 
plugger reached the studio he was 
after, but the page prevented him 
from making the contact, 

In commenting on the ban John 
Royal, NBC v.p. in charge of pro- 
grams, declared that if the music 
business won't hire men who know 
how to comport themselves and re- 
spect privileges there remains no 
alternative for the network but to 
keep them all out. Song pluggers 
hold that this attitude is unfair, as 
it makes everybody suffer for the 
misdemeanors of a few.

MUSICIANS AT MET, 
BOSTON, TAKE A CUT 


Boston, Sept. 10. 
Union contracts for musicians at 
the Metropolitan are set for the new 
season on a 52 weeks’ 
net result that the 24 men and con- 


ductor take a slight cut this year. 

Under new setup, musicians are 
required to take off two consecu- 
tive weeks during the summer at 
half pay and two separate weeks 
at times to be decided by the house 
throughout the season at no pay. 
This will mean two layoffs when, 
possibly name bands play the spot. 

It means the equivalent of three 
weeks at no pay. Should the house 
go straight sound the band must be 
given six weeks’ notice; and in case 
the musicians have taken off weeks 
previous to that time at no pay or 
half pay, they are to be reimbursed 
on basis of full salary for lost time.

Moss renewed the attempt last week 
ty issuing a ecmplaint against Pin 
Schilling, indie agent, for allegedly 
violating the General Business Law. 
Schilling was given a summons to 
appear in Magistrate's Court in ‘the 
year 1935,’ but it didn’t mention a 


date. > ; 
Matter was turned over to IL 
Robert Broder, who will act as 


counsel for the Independent Agents 
Association in handling the mis- 
demeanor accusation for Schilling. 
Broder wrote to Chief Magistrate 
Jacob Gould Schurman, citing the 
error in the summons and stating his 
client would have to be re-served. 
Notification chiefly concerned itself 
with acquainting Schurman that a 
similar complaint against an agent 
(Charles Allen) was dismissed last 
year in Special Sessions, and that 
the License Department is ‘wasting 
public funds’ as well as the court’s 
time in again trying to prosecute 
the matter when the original law 
has not been changed. 

A copy of the letter was also 3ent 
to Mayor LaGuardia, who appoint! 
Moss, brother of B. H. Moss, show - 
man, to the license commissioner- 
ship. 

The Last Time 

In his last attempt to license the 
agents a few months ago, Moss 
called about 12 to his office for 
questioning. When they refused to 
be grilled, Moss railed against their 
stubbornness. He stated at that 
time that they could take any 
amount of commission from acts 
(law allows an employment agency 
only 56%), and it would be all right 
with his department so long as they 
were licensed. He also said that if 
it would take all of New York’s 
16,000 cops, the agents would be 
licensed. A request for the min- 
utes of that hearing and a record 
of Moss’ remarks has not been 
granted as yet. 

In order to cope with the situa- 
tion, Moss added an extra legal ad- 
visor to the License Department to 
study the theatrical agency situa- 
tion. In the first court battle, an 
assistant to the Corporation Coun- 
sel prosecuted Allen, but later Moss 
said that the city lost the case be- 
cause the prosecutor didn’t know 
show business and was strictly a 
‘legal specialist in bastardy.’ 

A movement is now underway for 
the Loew and RKO agents’ asso- 
ciations to petition Mayor LaGuar- 
dia to stop what they consider ‘the 
persecution’ of theatrical agents by 
Moss. 


THEATRES-MUSICIANS 
AT IMPASSE IN PHILA. 


Philadelphia, Sept. 10. 

No indications of possible agree- 
ment between musicians’ union and 
Fox and Earle managements over 
dispute that led to discontinuation 
of stage shows by two houses. 
Warners, operating Earle, have like- 
wise discontinued stage shows in 
numerous nabe houses where they 
have been staging them week-ends, 
Houses sought to cut orchestras, 
and union replied by increased de- 
mands. So far union has shown 
willingness to discuss it, with man- 
agements aitting tight, apparently 
with idea of waiting game.

Bal- 
ance of those employed include a 
number of actors given assignments 
other than stage appearances. That 
takes in instruction of amateurs, 
dance training and recreational di- 
rection. 

Understood that Hallie Flanagan, 
in charge of the WPA’s drama di- 
vision, will effect the personnel 
changes. General idea is that the 
office staff shall be composed en- 
tirely of people of the theatre. Col. 
Earle Boothe, who has been in 
charge of the drama project, is now 
under Miss Flanagan. Former 
managerhas a __ staff which has 
some non-pros, said to have been 
switched in by other departmental 
pressure. 

Not all on the drama relief pay- 
roll were engaged under home re- 
lief rules.

An- 
other girl, Betty Kashman, can be a 
good comedienne if properly cast; 
reminds a lot of Fannie Brice al- 
though here she’s supposed to be an 
Italian lass. Cornel Wilde is a new 
juvenile who also looks good. He 
blows up when he reaches his hig 
scene, however. Maybe more ex- 
perience is needed. 

Valerie Bergere, nearest toa name 
in the cast, is miscast.

Sean O'Casey, Irish dramatist, whose ‘Within the Gates’ aroused sharp 
critical difference of opimion and reams of publicity in the American 
press when presented on Broadway last winter, plans to take up residence 
here. According to a showman recently return+d from abroad, who wag 
closely associated with O'’Casey during the presentation of the Play, 
O’Casey’s main thought at this time is to live within an hour of New 
York and have his children brought up in American schools and colleges,

Philadelphia, Sept. 10. 

General consensus of opening 
night audience at the Chestnut 
Street Opera House was that it was 
very much of a shame that Philly’s 
legit season of 1935-36 hadn't ened 
with Al Woods’ production this 
murder trial melodrama by Ayn 
Rand, instead of ‘Portuguese Gal.’ 
Pretty nearly everybody agreed

Plenty of Snow 


Deck Morgan, although still a 
young man, has had a dozen or so 
various jobs and at one time was 
a professional bob-sled rider. Now 
he’s written his first novel, ‘Winter 
Carnival’ (Messner; $2), which, 
naturally, is all about winter sports. 
Morgan knows whereof he speaks, 
but his story is likely to be some- 
what hard for one who doesn’t 
know winter sports and cares less.

der pressure of handling. If steel 
wire frame is found essential, the 
cost probably would be more than 
$1 per reel and maybe as high as 
$1.50. 

Another point of dispute that is 
expected to bob up is over what it 
will cost to alter exchange vaults. 
Academy thinks it would take only 
$10 per vault, but other estimates 
run as high as $100. With five 
vaults in each exchange center and 
about 38 exchanges per company, 
the nine distributors may have to 
foot a bill of $171,000 for vault al- 
terations. 

With reels figured at $1 each, an 
additional $581,400 is tacked on to 
the total bill, providing each ex- 
change had a minimum of 1,700 
reels on hand, generally rated not 
an unreasonably large total. Re- 
winders are expected to figure $12 
a set. It’s agreed that most ea-’ 
changes would take four to five sets, 
making $20,520 more to be added on, 
Figuring on 250 cases for the aver- 
age exchange, the cost of new cases 
may reach a total of $171,020. 

In figuring this bill, which the 
major distributors would be called 
on to defray, no provision was made 
for increased pay that might be an- 
ticipated for inspectors nor damage 
expected in handling and inspection 
of the 2,000-foot reelers. 

Boothmen’s Attitude 

With at least one projectionist’s 
local (in Boston) strongly opposed 
to the 2,000-foot reels and the 
chance that an inspector’s union 
might be an outgrowth of the larger 
reels, industry spokesmen frankly 
are not optimistic over how the 
new reels would react as concerns 
the unions. 

One distributing company’s ex- 
change chieftain described the oper- 
ation of the 2,000-foot reel project 
as theoretically perfect but of du- 
bious value in actual practice. He 
said that Universal's test with 2,000- 
foot reels several years ago had 
definitely proved to him that their 
use was not economically practical. 
Aside from the possibility of up- 
ping the cost figures through an in- 
spector’s union, the boothmen’s 
slant on the 2,000-footers is no idle 
threat. Attitude of some projec- 
tionists is that with film delivered 
ready for screening on 2,000-foot 
reels, the idle time of boothmen 
may provide exhibitors with an ex- 
cuse to trim their staff. At feast 
that is what some boothmen think. 
Additional arguments at the 2,- 
000-foot reel confab this week are 
expected to be as regards how many 


exhibitors have 2,000-foot maga- 
zines, added shipping costs due to 
delay in handling bigger reels at 


the exchanges, and the loss of foot- 
age caused by breaks with the 
longer reels. Some distribution ex- 
perts contend that these will occur 
most frequently during inspection 
of the pictures on return from a 
playdate.

Strike for 


3 Days and Win Out; Granted 


Salary Increase, New Contract 





In the first actors’ strike since the 
Equity strike of 1919, 60 principals 
and 100 chorus girls walked out of 
five burlesque theatres in New York 
and one in Hollywood last week, and 
remained out for three days. The 
strike, which commenced Thursday 
(5) at noon through failure of the 
managers to agree to terms of a 
new contract, ended Satur- 
day night. The actors scored both 
a moral and practical victory. 

The strike having ended with sev- 
eral matters still unsettled, a com- 
mittee of four was appointed to dis- 
cuss them and bring about an ami- 
cable agreement within 30 days. 
Members are Paul Dulzéll of Actors 
Equity and the Four A’s, which lat- 
ter organization was called into the 
strike as American Federation of 
Labor charter parents of the bur- 
lesque actors’ union; Sam Scribner, 
representing the managers; Jacob 
Goodstein, lawyer, representing the 
theatre concessionaires, and Tom 


Phillips of the Burlesque Artists’s 
Association. 

Permanent board for arbitration 
of all actor-manager disputes in 
burlesque will consist of Phillips 
and Scribner, for the actors and 
managers, respectively. In event 
they are unable to agree, cases will 
be submitte¢ to the American So- 
ciety of Arbitration. 

Theatres affected were the Apollo, 
Republic, Eltinge, Irving Place and 
Gotham, New York, and the Holly- 
wood Playhouse on the Coast. Bur- 
lesque Artists’ Association, which 
called the strike, received 100% re- 
sponse in these theatres. The only 
troupe that failed to respond was 
the stock company at the Bijou, 
Philadelphia, where only two mem- 
bers walked out, with the others re- 
ported as getting personal contracts 
for a year on the Independent Wheel 
fromm Izzy Hirst for sticking, _ 

Stuck on Arbitrator 


Several disputed items in the 
actors’ proposed contract combined 
to bring about the strike, but the 
principal cause was disagreement 
over the means of arbitration be- 
tween the actor and manager fac- 
tions. The managers, with H. K. 
Minsky as spoksman, appeared to 
object chiefly to the presence on an 
arbitration board of Phillips, presi- 
dent of the actors’ group and leading 
figure in the unionization of bur- 
lesque actors. 

The ’34-'35 contract between the 
managers and B.A.A. expired Sept. 
1. Managers formed the Eastern 
Burlesque Managers’ Association, 
consisting of all major eastern op- 
erators with exception of I. H. Herk, 
to replace their defunct Nationai 
Burlesque Association and negotiate 
with the actors on the new contract. 
At midnight of Aug. 31, when the 
old agreement expired, the two sides 
were still at odds. The managers 
threatened to close their theatres 
Monday (2), but didn't carry out the 
threat. With the breach continuing 
without indications of a settlement, 
the actors took the offensive and 
called their own strike for Thurs- 
day. 

At 11 a. m., an hour before the 
strike was scheduled to commence, 
the managers sent a last-minute 
message to effect they would agree 
to all terms of the new contract ex- 
cept the arbitration clause. B.A.A. 
refuscd to consider a deal on those 
terms and made the strike official. 

Managers demanded an arbitra- 
tion board comprising a representa- 
tive of the managers, a representa- 
tive of the actors and a neutral 
third party, with the P.A.A. and the 
managers’ association each required 
to post a bond of $1,000 or $2,000 
to guarantee enforcement of deci- 
sions. A reported specific request 
wes that Phillips would not be the 
actors’ representative. 

Actors’ demands, which were orig- 
inally disputed but to which the 
managers decided to agree just be- 
fore the strike was called, involved 
minimum s&laTries, working hours 
and finaneial responsibility of the 
management. 

All Actors Upped 


Under the settlement by which 
the strike was called off, principals |

crease in minimum wages. Girls 
get an increase of $1.50 to $22.50 for 
stock and $25 on the road. Prin- 
cipals’ new minimum is $40, as 
against last year’s $35. In addition, 
the girls are guaranteed one day off 
in 14, and play or pay for the final 
week if having received notice. 

Another angle settled in favor of 
the actors concerns financial re- 
sponsibility where a theatre's license 
is revoked. Where the loss of li- 
cense is due to an action on the part 
of the manager, the actors must be 
reimbursed for all losses. In other 
cases the issue will be submitted to 
arbitration. 

Duri.g the strike’s three days’ 
duration there were several meet- 
ings on both sides, but no mutual 
get-together until Saturday night, 
when the warring factions met on 
neutral ground in the Friars’ Club 
and reached an agreement. 

B.A.A .conducted a series of mass 
meetings, all of which were heavily 
attended and at which the strike 
was enthusiastically endorsed. Some 
of the members wanted permission 
to picket the closed theatres. On 
Friday the B.A.A. dug into its treas- 
ury for $2,500 which it distributed 
to needy strikers. 


Meanwhile the managers, con- 
ducting their own meetings in pri- 
vvte, refused to give in. On Friday 
they announced intentions of re- 
opening their theatres regardless of 
the strike, declaring they would 
seek to recruit casts from vaude- 
ville and non-strikers among the 
burlesque players. The vaudeville 
angle caused the American Federa- 
tion of Actors through Ralph White- 
head to issue instructions to its 
members to refrain from accepting 
engagements in burlesque theatres 
involved in the strike. 


Opens on Time 


For a time it appeared the dead- 
lock would prevent the new eastern 
circuit, Independent Wheel, from 
opening Monday (9) on schedule, 


_but the strike ended ip.time for a 


getaway by the Minsky-Weinstock- 
Hirst combine. First show opened 
at Minsky’s, Brooklyn. The stock 
houses opened Sunday. 

Managers have decided to make 
the E.B.M.A. a permanent organiza- 
tion with its own offices and the 
following officers: Sam _ Scribner, 
honorary president; H. K. Minsky, 
president; Emmett Callahan, vice- 


president; Solly Schwartz, secre- 
tary; Izzy Hirst, treasurer; Harold 
Minsky, recording secretary. The 


association embraces eastern oper- 
ators only. B.A.A, will make sep- 
arate agreements with western 
managers such as Clamage, Travers, 
King and Jaffe. 

I. H. Hevrk, who operates the 
Gaiety on Broadway, was immune 
from the strike through having pre- 
viously signed the agreement in full. 
The only burlesque house in New 
York, his Gaiety did terrific busi- 
ness for the three days of the strike. 
In justification of his solo stand, 
Herk said, ‘This is one time the 
managers are wrong. There is noth- 
ing exorbitant in the actors’ de- 
mands and they are entitled to the 
new contract.’ He viewed the whole 
affair as a matter of ‘petty personal 
grievance.’ 

Herk states he will continue his 
individualistic attitude and refuse 
to join the managers’ association. 
‘I can do my own arbitrating,’ he 
declared. 

Matters to be settled by the tem- 
porary,arbitration commiitee within 
the next 30 days include working 
hours, pro rata payment for mid- 
nite shows and transportation ex- 
penses, 

In demanding shorter hours, the 
B.A.A. pointed out that burlesque 
people, particularly the chorus girls, 
are now on the job 80 hours a week. 
B.A.A. does not demand a stipulated 
weekly working period, with Phil- 
lips declaring every house is a sep- 
arate proposition, but it insists on 
a compromise. A schedule originally 


submitted, giving the players two 
hours away from the theatre for 
dinner, was tried out by Herk at

No Appointments 


A number of individuals to take 
charge of regional offices and to su- 
pervise activities in the various 
states are being considered for top 
spots in the theatrical set-up, but so 
far no appointments have been 
made, Likewise, works program 
headquarters has reached no con- 
clusion on the cities which will serve 
as key points in the program, except 
that New York, Los Angeles and 
Chicago will be principal bases of 
operation. 








In the present stage, officials are 
surveying the country to discover 
what professional, semi-pro, and 
amateur units are functioning, what 
enterprises may have been suspend- 
ed, which colleges and universities 
can be fitted into the program, and 
where efforts should be concentrat- 
ed.
